t'inference of all countries having an outlet on tin* .Pacific, which was held a 
f*xv months ago in Japan, and in a recent address before the Canadian Club 
Hi Saskatoon he gav« some of his Impressions of Japan and Its people. Hr. 
Tory’s highly entertaining and instrtietixe address contained much food for 
t loughi on ihe part of Canadians. 

In extent of area. l)r. Tory pointed out, Japan is about three-fifths tho 
size oi Alberta and Saskatchewan, and of that area only about twenty per cent. 
1 capable of cultivation. No* ertheless, tin* M inds of Japan are inhabited by 
i Lnost sixty millions of people. Therefore, Japan, like the British Isles, must 
1 lo vide tor the sustenance of its people by the Importation ol enormous quantl- 
ties of food luffs, and for their employment in oth«r ways than agilculture. 
J .pan has as a consequ* nee beeomiwu highly industrialized nation. 

Japan is frequently referred to as the Great Hritaln ol the Pacific, and tho 
description is an apt one. Not only is there an analogy as noted in the pro*

This field yielded 61 bushels to tho 
acre, a total of 76H bus-luls of No. 2 
Northern, which he wold as it came 
from Hie thresher at $2 bushel, netting 
a total of $1,536. Tho wheat was 
grown under normal conditions. The! 
remainder of Mr. Bain’s wheat crop, 
which was of the Ruby variety, yield¬ 
ed over 30 bUsneU to the acre.

Th® Oldest Senator and the Youngest 
Member of Parliament 
The Canadian Senate lias tho hon¬ 
or of having ns ono of Its members 
perhaps the oldest legislator In tho 
world in the porsou of Mon. George 
Casltnlr DoHsaulles, who Is now In his 
100th year. On the, opening day of 
tho present session of tho Canadian 
Parliament, Senator Dessaulles took 
his sent as usual, walking without as¬ 
sistance. He horn at St. Hya- 
clnthe, Quelieo, on September 29. 1827, 
nnd is a nephew of Hon. Ixmls Joseph 
Pnplucau, lender of the Quebec end 
of the rebellion of 1837. His first pub¬ 
lic office was that of councillor of St, 
Hyncinthe, in 1858, and he was mayor 
of that thriving little city almost con¬ 
tinuously for 30 years, from 1808 to 
ISOS. Having been appointed to the 
Senate in 1907 he has hold public 
office intermittently for 68 years. The 
veteran Senator's handwriting Is still 
firm and bold, showing no sign of the 
tremors of age. # 

The distinction of being I he young 
ost nu mber of the Canadlnn Federal 
Parliament goes to Louis M. Auger, of 
Hawkesbury, Ontario, M.P., for the 
constituency of Prescott, Ontario. He 
is 23 years old nnd bol ls th£ additional 
distinction of being the youngest man 
ever elected to the Cnnadian House 
of Commons. 


Are Saving Wild Life of Canadian 
Rockies Says Major Brewster 

Canada's policy of making the na¬ 
tional parks also game sanctuaries has 
saved the wild life of tho Canadlnn 
Rockies for future generations, in the 
opinion of Major Fred Brewster, M.C., 
nature lover, outfitter and guide ex¬ 
traordinary, of Jasper National Park, 
Alberta, who is in Montreal on his 
annual visit to the Eostorn Canadian 
and United States cities. As a result 
of tho absolute protection given to 
wild animals In Jasper National Park, 
which Is Canada's largest national 
playground, elk and deer are feeding 
within a stono's throw of the railway 
yards at Jasper, whero railway shunt¬ 
ing operations are carried on day nnd 
night. Mountain sheep and mountain 
goats are daily visitors to tho out¬ 
skirts of the town, while black and 
cinnamon hears make regular visits to 
the hack doors of hotels and other 
places where they hope to find free 
meals awaiting them In the garbage 
cans and boxes. 

“There is no danger of mountain 
sheep or goats vanishing as did tho 
buffalo of tho plulns," Major Brewster 
stated. “In fact, a careful survey 
made by Lhfi park wardens shows a 
surprising increase in these animals. 
Wo know there are from 10.000 to 
15,000 mountain sheep and probably 
f>,000 to 7.000 mountain goats within 
the park. Elk or wapiti herds arc 
growing steadily and this fall almost 
twice as mapf of these animals came 
dow n to the volleys as were thero last 
year. 

"Caribou herds are Increasing also, 
though these animals maintain, a good 
distance between themselves and civil¬ 
ization. As for bears, they are be¬ 
coming as numerous and almost ns 
lame as dogs since they realize that 
they are no longer hunted. The blacks 
and cinnamons have constituted them¬ 
selves the town scavengers. The griz¬ 
zlies, while numerous are not socially 
Inclined and prefer to remain at a 
distance from man anil all Ids works. 
They remain on the higher slopes of 
the mountain, where they are seen 
less frequently than tho blacks and 
browns."

The Natural Resources Intelli¬ 
gence Service of the Department of 
the Interior at Ottawa, which among 
its man,' recent tourl t publications 
lms included a volume on "Winter in 
Canada," is authority for the state- 
ment that Canada's climate is one of 
the outstanding and most beueflclal 
assets. This claim is based on a num¬ 
ber of essential fait- : (1) the proven 

healthful ami bra< lag qualities of Can¬ 
ada's ozone; (3) the high percentage 
of diys with tunliiiH* and. In some 
districts, the remarkable clarity of the 
rir: (3) the consistent regularity nnd 
inoilcrili-n of the precipitation; (I) 
the variety of seasonal conditions with 
v. regular development between per 
lode of froH and '‘growing'* weather. 

It is possibly this diversity of clim¬ 
ate whi li causes Canada, as a whole, 
lo occupy such a high place in the ta¬ 
ble* of vital statistics, nnd which 
causes southern Canada to take a sim¬ 
ilar posh ion in the rone of very high 
climatic energy. Canada’s death rate 
Is only 10 1 per thousand of popula¬ 
tion. th* actual I owe t being New 
Zealand with 8.7, and the highest 
Chile v.itli 31.1; this is out of a list of 
40 countries of the whole world, and 


Rearing of Rabbits Can be Mad® a 
Profitable Venture 

Chinchilla rabbit breeding lias been 
Increasing rapidly In Canada daring 
recent years according to a statement 
in the latest report of he Hon. Mr. 
Motherwell, Minister of Agriculture 
l hey are oust to raise and very pro 
Itflc and to start breeding them does 
not call for the Investment of large 
capital. They are comparatively 
strong, healthy animals, nnd do not 
require nearly fo much attention ns 
fores and some other captive fur- 
bearers. Their fur. which is slightly 
*bluo at the base, then ash grey, then 
pearl grey, merging into white and 
slightly tipped with black with guard 
hairs tipped with Jet black, is very 
beautiful nnd quite popular. 

It has been found perfectly practical 
to keep nil except the very young rab¬ 
bits in nn open enclosure. Our add 
winter weather results in a richer, 
thicker and therefore more valuable 
fur than that from rabbits roared in a 
milder climate. 

Chinchilla rabbits eat almost any 
kind of vegetable scraps. A dally ra¬ 
tion of u cupful of oatmeal or bran, a 
little hay or grass and a few veget¬ 
ables, with a little water Is all that 
is necessary. 


Bulletin Giving Report of Census 
Taken In 1t25 It Intereeting 

People are, for the most part, seized 
of tho fact that Canada is a land of 
far flung borders and immense dll- 
ances but it Is another matter to keep 
up with the steadily lncreai Ing Bream 
of information showing how far the 
nation hsa progressed in carrying out 
tho duty of eating for the welfare of 
Its citizens. Canada has one of tho 
most healthful of climates hut whin ' 
the results of accident or dlseaso havn 
to he combated^ theory and practice 
both suggest that a properly equipped 
and staffed hospital Is a great aid. To 
ascertain what our equipment wns In 
this regard, the Department of Health 
took n census of hospitals for 1925, 
nnd lias Issued a bulletin giving tho 
results. These nro set forth In “Na¬ 
tural Resources," a publication of tho 
Interior department. 

There are 676 hospitals in Canada, 
not including those for mental pa¬ 
tients or snna tori urns for tuberculosis 
patients. Of these 388 are public hos¬ 
pitals, 259 private, nnd 29 Red. Cross. 
As might be expected the public hos¬ 
pitals are by far tho largest Units. 
They average a little over 66 beds per 
hospital; private hospitals averago 
8*4 beds each, and Red Cross noa* 
pitals, 5 beds each. 

Tho report contains a map of Can¬ 
ada f, bowing where each hospital is lo¬ 
cated nnd It is interesting to note how 
far these agencies of healing penetrate 
Into our g.-eat hinterland. Of equal 
interest ns showing how rapidly tho 
work Is grow ing is a note on the back 
pago to the effect that thirteen hos- 
plals have been opened in 1926 which 
are nojt included In the body of the 
report. 


British Women Going 


In For Astronomy 


I Le World’s Greatest Need 


Fifty In Royal Astronomical Society 
and Seventy in British Society 

Among the many vocations taken up 
by women is astronomy. There nro 
now 50 women members of tho Royal 
Astronomical Society, all of whom are 
hopeful some day of emulating the 
fiats of the first great astronomer, 
Caroline Herschel, who discovered 
eight comets. 

Many of the young women astrono 
mere of today work hard in all branch¬ 
es of the science, ami not only lecture 
but write articles on their studies. 
Miss Cecilia Payne specialized in Spec¬ 
troscopy and, having secured a fellow¬ 
ship of Harvard, has left for the Unit¬ 
ed Slates. 

I>r. W. H. Stevenson, president of 
the British Astronomical Association, 
says there are 70 women astronomers 
in the xn< mbership of liis organization. 
Among them Mrs. Grace Cook has be 
come an authority on meteors. Mrs. 
Maunders is a recognized authority on 
solar matters and Miss C. Furness an 
authority on variablo stars.

or trebled by the adoption of modern 
me hods. There are hundreds of tons 
of honey go to waste annually in Can¬ 
ada. This bulletin will show many peo¬ 
ple how to save a sliare of it. 


Ancient Water Clock 


Unique Timpeiece, 200 Years Old, 

Presented to Vancouver Museum 

A water clock, two hundred years 
old, a reminder of the ago when sun¬ 
dials and hour-glasses provided tho 
most common means of telling the 
time, has been presented to tho Van- 
eonver Museum, it looks like an or¬ 
dinary clock until its door Is open 
for Investigation of the works. Tho 
ease is of age-binekened oak. The face 
is marked for 2 4 hours ami Is wrought 
in brass. 

The motto: “Tyme wearcs away our 
days; use well these hours” Is rudely 
engraved on a brass plate, with the 
figure of Time as n winged old man 
with a scythe, and on his brow is a 
solitary forelock. On the door of the 
clock Is a figure In brass wearing a 
royal crown. At tho bottom of tho 
clock is a brass tank which was 
designed to hold tho water which 
dripped from within. A tall brass 
tube takes the place of the pendulum, 
and from here the water dripped 
away; and ns it diipped It drow 
down a float, which controlled tho 
hands, and ro timo was marked. 


Willi respect to the /one of climatic 
energy, Huntingdon and rushing, in 
the Priiwlplos of Human Geography, 
have the following to ray: ’The clim¬ 
atic energy zone ! • that in which it is 
easy to get up in lie morning, feel like 
work, nnd he « ager to begin. People 
who reside in it are apt to be inven¬ 
tive, or to make Improvements and 
carry out reforms. Not that they 
necessarily have more Ideas than 
others, hut their energy enables them 
fo put their Ideas into practice. In nn 
Invigorating climate It is also easier 
to be honest, sober, and self control- 
ed than n a more enervating one." 

A map of the world accompanying 
the description from which this ex¬ 
tract is taken shows that all the 
more enlightened reunifies of west¬ 
ern Europe are included in this area, 
and also a considerable portion ot 
southern Canada, which will be of in¬ 
terest to a good many people. 

Three chief characteristics are laid 
down us the basis for deciding as to 
the ideal climate. The first is that 
t here must be cold. bui not cold, win- 
ers, as a mental stimulus; and warm, 
but not hot, summers, as a physical 
stimulus. The second, that there must 
be a fairly high humidity except in 
warm weather, and tho third, that 
there must be frequent changes of 
weather. It is very comforting to know 
that no part of the world lully satis¬ 
fies all these requirements. In the 
northern hemi sphere, southeastern 
England, and the neighboring parts of 
continental Europe tome nearest to 
the ideal, and in the southern hemis¬ 
phere it is New Zealand. Canada, be¬ 
ing as large as Europe, has many dis¬ 
tinctive geographic and climatic areas, 
several of which satisfy most of these 
Interesting claims. 


B.C. Districts Are 


Teeming With Moose 


Caribou Herds Seriously Threatened 
Say Big Game Authorities 

Moose are thicker in British Colum¬ 
bia than ever before and they have 
Increased to such an extent in some 
districts that the caribou herds are 
threatened, according to big game au¬ 
thorities. 

At the beginning of the present cen¬ 
tury many districts.that are now teem¬ 
ing with moose did not even know' the 
species. They were, however, favored 
haunts of caribou which were so 
plentiful that they formed the princi¬ 
pal food supply of the Nomad Indians 
which used to follow the herds just 
as the prehistoric reindeer men .follow¬ 
ed the reindeer in Northern Europe. 

The caribou and moose, however, do 
not get along well together, accord¬ 
ing to big game men. When the 
moose move into a region populated 
by caribou in large numbers tho cari¬ 
bou move out. This has been going 
on over a vast area in northern and 
central British Columbia during tho 
past twenty five years. 

“The caribou is too hardy a breed 
to vanish altogether," said one au 
thority. “The moose and the caribou 
seem to gain dominance over each 
other according to cycles. We happen 
to be passing through a moose cycle 
now. In a few' years an epidemic or 
some other disturbance may weaken 
cthe moose aud the caribou will have 
his day again. In any event, there is 
no possibility of serious depletion of 
either species for muny generations. 

The wapiti or elk. another of the 
antlered family, was In danger of be¬ 
ing annihilated as a result of ruthless 
hunting some years ago, but since re¬ 
strictive measures have been adopted 
the remaining herds, tw r o on Vancou¬ 
ver Island, ono In the Kootenay 
district aud another in Northern 
British Columbia, have grown to large 
proportions. 


Millions for Roads 

The annual report of the Iknninlon 
Commission of Highways for the fls 
cal year ending March 31, 1926, 
recently tabled In the Canadian House 
of Commons, shows that 7.01S miles 
of highways have been constructed In 
the Dominion under the Canada High¬ 
ways Act. at a cost oT $48,428,713. The 
Federal Government made payments 
to the amount of $18,429,107 to the dif¬ 
ferent provinces. 


Value of Field Crops 

The value of the principal field 
crops of Canada in 1926. according to 
a preliminary estimate of the Domin¬ 
ion Government, amounts to $1,065,- 
822,000, in which wheat accounts for 
$422,673,000; oats. $185,625,000 and 
barley $54,030,000. The value of tho 
wheat crop in the three Prairie Pro¬ 
vinces is estimated at $111,101,000, and 
the oat crop, $96,883,000. 


Sail for Many Ports 
Forty three regular steamship lines 
operate out of the Port of Vancouver, 
according to the annual report of the 
Department of Marine and Fisheries. 
Thirteen ply to Europe; 8 to the 
Orient; 3 to Australia. New Zealand, 
Hawaii and Fiji; 7 to tho Atlantic 
coast of Canada and tho United 
States; 9 to Central nnd South Ameri¬ 
ca and the West Indies, and 3 to Cali¬ 
fornia.

Wintering Bees 


Method to Take Deep Color From 
Guernsey Butter is Sought 

Guernsey's famous butter has be¬ 
come too rich in color, and scientists 
are trying to conceive methods of tak¬ 
ing tho yellow out of it. Consumers 
suspect that tho golden hue is duo to 
artificial coloring ami have bocomo 
afraid of it. 

Charles Kitts, B.A., president of tho 
Guernsey Chamber of Commerce, sa> s 
tho butter will not bo served hereaf¬ 
ter to visitors unless they ask for it. 

“Vet we pay 3 shillings and 4 pence 
a pound for Guernsey butter," he ex¬ 
plained, “while tho beat English but¬ 
ter' is sold here at 2 shillings a pound. 
Guernsey butter Is yellow simply be¬ 
cause our Guernsey cow is yellow. She 
is liued with yellow fat. and this even 
exudes from her."

Every winter 
many colonies die which might have 
been saved by a little more care nnd 
better management, in order that bee¬ 
keepers throughout the country may 
have at hand the best available in¬ 
formation on this important factor in 
beekeeping the Dominion Department 
ot Agriculture lias just issued a new 
bulletin on Wintering Bees in Canada. 

The long, cold winter in most parts 
of Canada is not so hard on bees as 
might lie imagim-d, and in some res¬ 
pects wintering Is easier than in a 
milder climate, because the bees rest 
more completely during continual cool 
weather than when there are frequent 
mild spells when they wear them¬ 
selves out with useless activity. The

Absolute secivcy will not ho attain 
ed in trans-Atmntic radiophony for 
some months, an official of the British 
post oillco told the Daily Mail, Plans 
to insure secrecy, however, are com¬ 
plete and it 1* only a matter of work¬ 
ing them out hv experts, who are 
devoting their effort*^ to foiliug possi¬ 
ble eavesdropping. « 

“We arc well aware,” tho official 
said, “that the service for some little 
time will he only semi sociel ./id that, 
it a pirsou cares to go to tho trouble 
and expense of fixing the necessary 
apparatus he will he able to Map' mes¬ 
sage*.
